LONG  STAPLE  COTTON  MARKET  CONDITIONS 
The  New  Bedford  Standard  of  April  3  states  as  follows: 

"While  no  real  amount  of  business  has  been  transacted  here  this 
week  still  there  have  been  a  few  more  inquiries  received  by  brokers 
than  last  v;eeic  and  sales  on  actual  samples  have  bean  made.  None 
of  this  business  has  run  into  anything  like  a  volume  order  and 
the  tendency  seems  to  be  for  mills  to  buy  anywhere  from  5  to  100 
bales  if  it  is  offered  at  a  price.      The  demand  for  the  larger 
amounts  has  been  for  the  shorter  types  and  some  of  the  local  cotton 
men  are  quoting  an  advance  of  5  points  with  a  general  firm  basis 
due  to  some  shippers  in  the  South  being  short  on  March  commitments. 

"Local  Pima  prices  have  advanced  due  to  their  scarcity  and  quota- 
tions are  given  as  20c  for  No,  1,  19c  for  No.  2  and  17  l/2c  for  No.  3's.

"Spot  cotton  has  boon  favoured  this  fortnight  v;ith  a  better  demand 
than  for  some  time  past.      Large  quantities  of  Uppers  in  the  medium 
grades  have  changed  hands  and  there  v;as  also  a  very  noticeable  improva- 
ment  in  the  demand  for  Sakels  of  all  grades  up  to  F.G.F.  to  GOOD.  The 
top  grades  of  Sak^l  still  fail  to  attract  n.uch  attention.      We  must  also 
record  a  kieen  demand  for  Maarad  thanks,  we  are  told,  to  a  more  extensive 
3mployment  of  this  cotton  in  England. 

"Premiums  for  the  various  grov/ths  have  undergone  practically  no  change, 
the  only  exception  is  the  basis  for  the  low  and  medium  qualities  of 
SaKols  which  is  about  $  l/4  dearer."
